Such of the soil-building practices listed i -the -following--sehedul 
as the administrator dotorminos aro adapted to any region and should be 
encouraged in such rogion shall count toward the achicvement of the soil- 
building goal to the extent indicated therein, whon such practices are 
carried out in 1940 in areas designated by the Administrator and in ac- 
cordance with specifications issuocd by the regional directcr or by tho 
State committce with the approval of the regional director. The areas 
designated for any soil-building and soil consorvation practice shall be 
ercas in which such practice is desirable and necessery as a measure for 
the consorvation of soil, wildlife and forestry. The specifications issued 
shall be such as to assure that the soil-building practice will be per- 
formed in workmanlike manner and in accordance with good farming prectico 


for the locality. 


(Add Paragraph) 

In addition to fulfilling the primary purposcs of this act, many of 
ahe Soilvconsorving practices can be dosigned to be of special boncfit to 
minciite. Where the soil-building practices have a spocial value for 
mitdiife, plans should be designed and executed according to accoptable 


wildlife-managoment standards within tho region.
